Washington.—The Most Rev. Sebas- 
tion Gebhard Messmer, fourth Arch- 
bishop of Milwaukee, Wis., died Mon- 
day at Goldach, Switzerland, the town 
of his birth, according to advices re- 
ceived at the Apostolic Delegation 
here. Funeral services for His Grace 
were held at Goldach on Thursday, 
the advices also stated.

eighty-third year. He had been a 
priest for more than 59 years, 
Bishop for more than 38 years, and 
Archbishop of Milwaukee for more 
than 26 years. He was received by 
His Holiness, Pope Pius XI, only a few 
weeks ago. 

In September, 1924, while attending 
a meeting of the Bishops at the Cath- 
olic University of America, here,

ner, D.D., D.C.L., Archbishop of Mil 
waukee, in his long apostolate, had 
proved himself an able admin.strator, 
a man of profound learning, a proiinc« 
and authoritative writer and a zealous 
builder of the Church, in the physical 
as well as the spiritual sense 
Churches, schools, hospitals; nume! 
ous writings, and above all a consis- 
tent record for devotion and piety are 
the things he left behind to attest the 
efficacy of his life’s work. 

Archbishop Messmer was born Aug- 
ust 20, 1847, near the -picturesque 
Lake Constance in St, Gall canton, 
Switzerland. He attended the locai 
parish school, where his early inclina- 
tion toward a pious life led naturally 
to his taking his academic course at 
the preparatory seminary of 5t 
George, at St. Gall. Thence he went 
to the famous Innsbruck Un.versity 
where his zeal for the religious life 
muitiplied. 

For a time he considered joining 
the Jesuit order and entering the mis- 
sionary field. But just at this time 
an incident occurred that definitely 
fixed the ardent young man’s field of 
labor and shaped his future. On his
